“Ihey were made to walk upon, Thisisa
pretty cold day,” she said cheerfully, asshe
ushered them up to the fire, “‘*how loog have
you been out?’

“Bince merning,”
gadly.

“Sires morning,” we echoed in chorns,
“and has no onegiven souanything yet?”

“Oh, no,” returned the woman with 8
feeble attemmpt to smils, “‘thse doors have
been closed in our faces ™

My friend wailed to bhear no more, bat
hastened into her dining-room and returned
soon with a bundle of provisions.

“Where do you live?' she asked The
womsn named the street and npomber,
‘““Well, here is enough for your supper and
breakfast,’”” continned my friend, depositing
the package in the woman’s basket. ‘‘There
is tea in there.

It would be difficalt to tell, thought I,
whe is the happier, yon or these disirassed
ones you have so kiudly aided. 1t is impos-
sible for any one in moderale cironmistances
to sssist the many suffering oncs they sea
daily But when weary, cxhansted 1 ¢t wan-
der 1o s home ol comiore, and the mistress
stands between the starving without aad
p'coty within; when shbe will not permit
them to warm their cold numb limbs by her
bright fireglds, or give them a morec! o ( rod,
although sbe knows her hirad giel wastes
enough to (ged them every day—il that wo
wen bas any mivd, she can not always clore
ber door to contc crce as she does to those
distreszed tezgars, Conscience will not be
barred out; if refosed sl mittancs it burets
oren the deor and wa'ks in, You may try
10 excuse yourseii; you mas say: “‘Parhaps
they are only scting.” To be curo they may
be only setipg, but more likely they are
s‘arving. And what if they are only acting,
you go 10 the theater weck niter weak and
citentimes weep at the sore trials ol the
?tlga he:roines, when you know they are acl-

ng.,

Real true womanly women are deaply im-
bued with the “milk o/ human kindaess”
They are thankfnl in their sympathy and
see quickly. Their {:ult is their impulsive-
ness. If a sympathetic woman sees a sickly
child suffering, her fi st impulse is to
kiss it.

A. D. Mavo at New O:leans on March 1, 1855
upon the theme ‘"Education and the Exposi-

tion.” |
If I am righily informed, the Naw Orleans
Exposition bas invited the co-operation of
wom en as never befors, O! conrse woman's
werk can not be shown in gne ssgtion of this
great encampment of indusiry. Woman's
work is, firet and foremost. the men that
made this Exposition: the howes in which
they ziew up: the society which shapes
them ; the eubtle and irresisticle influences
which they throw around the nobles speci-
mens of our rex. True. there s an ignoble
womanhood that glor'es in its shame, its se!-
fishness, its craft, its poor schemes, forgetting
its own way with man by playing on the
lower register of his mature, This Exposi-
tion has no word for the woman who de-
cries universal education, who only sighs for
money and ease snd social fame,caring noth-
ing for the means by which it is won, con-
temptuous or hateful to all who minister to
her glory. It calls the noblest, most prac.
tical, cultivated, consecrated women to “ew
Orleans to proclaim to their sisters every-
where the privilege snd duty of wowmen in
the new republic. 1 speak not now of any
extreme theory of civic equality of woman
and men, Assman, Iawm bappy to reler
that question to the women of the
Unpited States, What the womanhood—
the urest, most practical, re-
speciable, consecrated womanhood—o! our
country finally declares essential for the su-
preme functions of the motherbood and the
training of the race through its most imupres.
gible years, for the fashioning of American
socieiy, for the divine eide of the Cuarch,
for the purification of the body and the exal-
tation of the soul, I am confident we shall
finslly give ber a great deal more eagerly
than we now spend our bottom dollar to bay
her a Worth's new gown for the Mardi Gras
ball. So I wait the command, not ot the few
wlio believe they voice the good time corm-
t of the confessedly leading class,
